get bis m outh to the arm of the sheriff 
an d closed his teeth upon the arm 
w ith such force as to cause m uch 
pain , an d it was w ith quite an effort 
th a t his head was forced to the floor 
an d he was m ade to let loose of the 
arm . 
Dr. Wooden ex am in ed the w oun d 
an d ren dered such treatm en t as nocess- 
ary , b ut said th a t in asm uch as the 
teeth had n ot come in con tact w ith 
the arm , the woun d was n ot of a ser­ 
ious n ature. 
N orthern is un question ably the m ost 
violen t 
in san e m an w ho was ever 
placed in this jail. 
He w ill n ot eat 
or drin k an d resists an y attem pt to 
adm in ister food, w ater or m edicin e. 
He is han dcuffed an d strapped to pre­ 
ven t him from tearin g 
his clothes 
aw ay an d from in flictin g person al iu- 
jury to him self or his atten dan ts. 
He 
im agin es th a t persons are attem ptin g 
to in jure him an d is first of a pray er­ 
ful an d religious mood an d n ex t in a 
fightin g an d cursin g con dition . 
The un fortun ate m an im agin es th at 
he is m arried, an d speaks of his w ife. 
He talks in an in coheren t m an n er of 
m an y of the citizen s. 
He is, upon 
recom m en dation of

kept in seclusion , an d

lowed to see him ex cept the a tte n d­ 
an ts.

The elation of the authorities, a n at­ 
ural consequence of this achievem ent, 
is sobered by official dispatches show­ 
ing the activity of the Japan ese in 
eastern M anchuria. 
Kuang Gen Slen, 
fifty m iles n ortheast of Fen g W ang 
Cheng, was occupied by the Japan ese 
April 5. 
Tn is en ables an advanoe 
along the bad roads to the flank either 
at Liao Yang or Mukden. 
The terri­ 
tory between the main road to Feng 
W ang Cheng and the river Tay an g has 
been pen etrated by such a stron g force 
of Japan ese as to lead to the sugges­ 
tion th at an other arm y has landed at 
Takushan , of which the outside world 
has not before heard. 
The activity of the Japan ese, how­ 
ever, has been ex pected and therefore 
has not dim inished the satisfaction 
felt at the opening of com m unication 
with Port A rthur. 
The Slav swings 
from pessim ism to optim ism as quick­ 
ly as a pendulum, and Viceroy Alex - 
ieff’s dispatch has produced a feeling 
am ong the people th at the defeat of 
the Yalu and the in terrupted commu­ 
n ication with Port A rthur should not 
have been taken so seriously ; that 
General K uropatkln n ever had any in­ 
ten tion of m aking a stan d on the Yalu; 
th at the attem pt to cut off P ort Ar­ 
thur was an absolute feature of the 
en em y 's plan of cam paign 
and was 
bound to occur sooner or later, and 
th at the R ussian s should be than kful 
th a t they had tim e to prepare for the 
defen se of Port A rthur un til General 
K uropatkln could relieve it. 
The people n aturally wish for more 
details con cern in g the re-establishm en t 
of com m unication with Port A rthur. 
All they know definitely is th at the 
railroad has been repaired and th at at 
6 o'clock y esterday aftern oon the first' 
dispatch passed over the recon structed 
telegraph lines. 
There probably has 
been some fighting, but w hether with 
Japan ese vessels or with the troops 
n orth of Pitsew o is not known, nor 
have the w hereabouts of the Japan ese 
landed on the southern part of the 
Liao Tung pen in sula been definitely es­ 
tablished. 
It is safe to say , however,

ALL THE STATES AT 
THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Many Beautiful Pavilions and Preten' 
tious Buildings Show Forth the 
Enterprise of American 
Commonwealths. 


A beautiful city has grown up among 
the trees on the World’s Fair grounds 
at S t Louis. 
It has nothing to do with 
the immense ex hibit palaces, but is a 
thing apart. , The houses in this new 
city are of various sty les of architec­ 
ture. 
Some are palatial in size and ap­ 
pearance, while osiers look merely cozy 
and inviting. 
Never before have so 
many notable and historic buildings 
been constructed iu one group. 
This 
new city might be called the City of 
the States, for the houses included in it 
are the state buildings at the Fair. 
The city is not compact, but some­ 
what straggling, as betits the pictur- 
esqueness of the view. 
Yet there is 
nothing 
suggestive 
of a Stringtown- 
on-the-Pike about this city , for the 
grounds surrounding each of the houses 
are beautified with gardens ty pical of 
the state represented. 
All the states are to be represented 
at the World’s Fair. 
This means a 
great deal, a shining triumph for the 
Louisiana 
Purchase Ex position, and 
furnishes another illustration of the 
fact that this Ex position’s complete­ 
ness is the marvei of the age. 
Fifty -one states, territories and pos­ 
sessions of the United States have 
taken the steps necessary to partici­ 
pate in the World’s Fair on an impor­ 
tant scale. 
But two sta tes were still 
outside the fold at the last report, and 
in each of these was a well defined 
movement in favor of being represent­ 
ed at the Fair with buildings and ex ­ 
hibits. 
New’ Hampshire, the old home 
state, and Delaware are the sta tes re­ 
ferred to. 
Ln New Hampshire a fund 
for participation is being raised pri­ 
vately by patriotic citizens, so that in 
the event of legislative inaction this 
commonwealth may be represented. 
The states and territories are ex ­ 
pending over $7,000,000 In their efforts 
to showr off to best advantage at the 
Ex position. 
This is a million and a 
third more than was ex pended at the 
Chicago ex position by the states. 
In 
addition to this, large cities In many 
states will have municipal ex hibits, the 
funds for which are not included In 
these figures. 
The municipal ex hibit 
idea is entirely novel. 
From a number 
of the states there will be prominent 
county ex hibits provided by special ap­ 
propriation of county funds. 
This City of the States presents a 
picture of surpassing beauty . 
Nature 
has done much to uid in the creation 
of the picture. 
Never before has any 
esposi? ion been able to grant such ad­ 
vantageous sites for state buildings. 
The buildings are situateti on u plateau 
about seventy -five feer higher than the 
level ground to the north upon which 
stand the main ex hibit palaces. 
There 
* 
are hills and ravines here and there, 
enabling tjie landscapists to lay out a 
most delightful pattern of roads anti 
terraces and lawns. 
The smallest of the state buildings is 
that of Arizona, which stands near the 
southeastern entrance to the grounds. 
One of the largest is that of Missouri, 
from the dome of which it is said that 
perhaps the very finest view* of the 
Ex position 
may 
be 
enjoy ed. 
This 
building is n palace in the Italian re­ 
naissance architecture, built at a cost 
of $105.000. 
Near by is the reproduc­ 
tion of the Cabildo at New’ Orleans, in 
which the Louisiana Purchase transfer 
ceremonies 
took 
place — Louisiana’s 
state building. 
Ohio has a clubhouse 
of highly ornate design, in the architec­ 
ture of the French renaissance. 
Illi­ 
nois is prominent with a most pre­ 
tentious structure, with wide verandas 
and a commanding cupola. 
A description of each of the state 
buildings, with any detail, would more 
than fill a newspaper page. 
It Ì3 only 
possible here to hint at some of the 
interesting structures. 
California, for 
instance, has reproduced In ex act size 
the famous old La Rabida Mission. 
Connecticut presents a replica of the 


Sigourney residence at Hartford, home 
of the poetess Ly dia Huntley Sigour­ 
ney in her time. 
This building is said 
to be the finest specimen of purely 
colonial 
architecture 
now standing. 
The New Kentucky Home, from the 
Blue Grass State, is a handsome club­ 
house that would make some of the 
mansions along Fifth avenue, New 
York city , look insignificant. 
Beau­ 
voir, the quaint old house which J ef­ 
ferson Davis owned and occupied for 
many y ears, is reproduced by Missis­ 
sippi. 
Its wide verandas or galleries 
give it a most inviting appearance. 
W ashington’s headquarters at Morris­ 
town, N. J., are reproduced by New 
Jersey . 
Virginia contributes 
Monti- 
eello, the home of Thomas Jefferson. 
The sta te of Washington contributes 
a structure of unique design. 
It is 
called 
the 
Wigwam, 
five 
stories 
high, built of wood from Washington 
forests. 
The building is octagonal, 
with gigantic diagonal timbers rising 
from the ground and meeting in an 
apex ninety feet in the air. above 
which is built an observatory , from 
which a splendid view of the Ex posi­ 
tion may be had. 
An elevator will 
carry visitors to the observatory . 
New York, Pennsy lvania, Ohio, Ar­ 
kansas, Colorado, W est Virginia, In 
diana, Wisconsin, Tex as 
and 
many 
other sta tes are represented by build­ 
ings which cannot fail to arouse ad­ 
miration. 
The Tex as building is in 
the shape of a five pointed star, an 
appropriate idea 
for the big Lone 
Star State. 
Iowa has a magnificent 
mansion, with classic porticoes and a 
central tower containing an observa 
tory chamber. 
Kansas, Indian Terri­ 
tory and Oklahoma each uphold the 
growing reputation of the southwest 
for enterprise 
and fertility 
of 
re 
sources. 


Weekly Bulletin For Indi 
ana Indicates an En­ 
couraging Outlook. 


Indianapolis, 
May 
11.—High 
tem­ 
perature—the daily max ima consider­ 
ably above the average for the sea ­ 
son—with normal amount of sunshine 
and occasional showers at scattered 
places, prevailed in Indiana during 
the week just closed. 
These weather conditions were in a 
high degree favorabale to farming in­ 
terests, and, while there are still some 
complaints heard that the season is 
late, the progress made in preparing 
ground and planting spring crops, and 
the rapid germination and growth of 
plant life have gone far toward plac­ 
ing farming operations abreast with 
the time of y ear.

The sowing of oats, which had been 
delay ed in many loca lities on account 
of ex cessive moisture in the ground, 
was practically finished, and the early 
gown is up, shows good stands and is 
growing rapidly . 
Good progress was made in prepar­ 
ing ground to plant corn and a little 
planting was done. 
A large acreage 
of corn will be planted. 
Garden making and the planting of 
potatoes and the other minor crops 
were pushed vigorously during the 
week. 
Peaches, where not all killed, and 
cherries, 
plums 
and 
pears 
are 
in 
bloom. 
The peach crop will be light, 
but other fruit promises well.

Port au Prince, Hay ti, May 11.— 
Reports that a revolution has broken 
out in Hay ti are false. 
The republic 
is quiet. 


Cape Ilay tien, May 11.—While the 
rumor that a revolution has broken 
out in Hay ti is false, there Is general 
discontent in the republic and a revo­ 
lution 
is 
momentarily 
looked 
for. 
General Albert Salnave, notwithstand­ 
ing the warning given him by the 
Dominican government, has not with­ 
drawn and continues to gather many 
followers on the frontier, where the 
Hay tlen government has ordered a 
heavy concentration of forces. 
Many 
partisans of General Antenor Firmin, 
the head of the last revolution, who is 
now in Paris, have crossed the fron­ 
tier and combined their forces with 
those of Salnave. 
A violent tumult among the soldiers 
at Port au Prince resulted in a gen­ 
eral panic, and the rumor was then 
circulated that a revolution had be­ 
gun. 
President Nord has decided to re­ 
sist energetica lly any movement look­ 
ing to a revolution, and strong meas­ 
ures have been taken to this end 
There is a panic in general business» 
circles and several large houses are 
likely to suspend. 
Silver has become 
very scarce and has resulted in a 75 
per cent premium over paper money . 
The premium on gold is 420 per cent. 


A dispatch from Cape Hay tien of 
April 27, said that General Salnave, 
& Hay tien refugee, had been warned 
to leave Dominican territory immedi­ 
ately . 
Under the auspices of General 
Jiminez, former president of Santo 
Domingo, it was asserted, General Sal­ 
nave was preparing an ex pedition the 
object of which was the overthrow of 
the Hay tien government. 
Several de­ 
tachments of Hay tien 
troops 
were 
sent to the frontier 
to check any 
movement on the part of Salnave. 
The same dispatch convey ed a report 
that an agreement had been entered 
into by the Hay tien ex iles then in the 
Dominican republic and on the Island 
of St. Thomas to make a joint effort 
to re-enter Hay ti and that trouble was 
imminent. 
People in Hay ti, the dis­ 
patch said, were talking of the return 
to the republic of Generals Salnave. 
Fouchard and Lecompte, all former 
candidates for the presidency of the 
Hay tien republics. 


Adj ourned W ithout Action. 
Telluride, 
Col., 
May 
11. — Judge 
Theron Stevens has adjourned the 
May term of court, as this county 
(San Miguel) is under martial law. 
No action was taken on the applica­ 
tion to make permanent the injunc­ 
tion granted by the court at Otiray , 
restraining the Citizens’ Alliance and 
mine-owners from interfering with the 
return of the deported miners to their 
homes in Telluride. 


M in e rs’ Strike Ordered. 
Zanesville, Ohio, May 11.—As the re­ 
sult of a wage disagreement between 
the operators and miners of the^ Six th 
Ohio district, 2,500 miners are ordered 
to go on strike nex t Monday . 
The op­ 
erators asked a general reduction of 
21 per cent in machine mining, while 
the miners would accept only 5.55 per 
cent from last y ear’s scale, as agreed 
upon at the Indianapolis convention.
